HUPEH A LAW TO ITSELF) 
Jan, 
‘The action of the Hupeh Pro- 
vineial Government in abolishing 
the municipal administrations of 
the former German and Russian 
Concessions at Hankow and 
amalgamating them in the Wa- 
hon Municipality, has justly 
excited the indignation’ and 
anxiety of foreigners much fur- 
ther afield than Hankow. From 
every point of view the Hupeh 
Government's act is arbitrary 
and illegal, and is, unfortunately, 
not devoid of deliberate decep- 
tion, Not long ago the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs in Nanking 
assured the British Minister that 
no change in the status of the 
old Concessions was contem- 
plated. ‘There ean be no ques 
tion but that Dr. C. T. Wang 
spoke sincerely and in ignorance 
of what the Hupeh Government 
was plotting. But as late as on 
December 29 the same assurance 
was given by the Commissioner 
for Foreign Affairs of Hupeh to 
the British Consul-General in 
Hankow, although the abolition 
of the separate administration of 
the SAD. 1 and 2 had been 
actually’ resolved upon and the 
customary regulations were is- 
sued on that very day. On top 
of illegality and deception comes 
by interference with freedom of 
speech and individual liberty 
‘exemplified in the prohibition of

Matters ins 
volving foreign rights and pros 
perties are not legally at the 
disposal of provincial authori= 
ties, but can only be handled by 
the National Government after 
due negotiation with the Minis« 
ters of the persons concerned.

What Hupeh has now done is 
a direct usurpation of the aux 
thority of Nanking and, unfore 
tunately, the latter does appeaz 
inclined to resist, Its attitude 
is non-committal, ‘It will neither 
say that it approves nor dis- 
approves. It cannot possibly 
approve of what is manifestly 
iMegal; and if it expresses dis- 
approval, it is logically compell~ 
ed to take some action, which 
would inevitably lead to deflance 
by Hupeh and loss of face for 
Nanking. ‘The whole episode 
will create a very bad impression 
abroad, where it has been fully 
roported in all its bearings, aa 
it strikes at the roots of ‘the 
boasted unification of China, 
Foreign peoples are perpetually, 
being urged to co-operate with 
China, to recognize her aspitas 
ions, ‘to have confidence in h 
promises, to expect with tru 
fulness the dawn of @ new ¢1 
But how is it possible to enter 
into agreements which are Hably 
fat any moment to be overridden 
by any local government whos3 
convenience is not suited in 
carrying them out and over 
whieh the central authority hat 
no power? Already the first~ 
fruits of the abolition of the 
S.A.D. 1 and 2 are seen in the 
imposition of a new ten per cent.

Railways! Responsibilities

under present conditions, to live up) 
to such regulations, if’ they were] 
drafted. After considering various} 
phases ‘of the question, the Chair- 
‘man decided that the time had ar 
rived when the Chinese Government] 
Railways should aceept their respon 
abilities to, the various communi 
ties which they serve and expressed 
opinion that the Ministry of] 
Railways should adopt what is popu 
arly known in English taw as *“bai- 
Jee's responsibility,” under which 
they would be responsible for any 
consequences which arise from wile 
fal misconduct and gross negligence] 
on their part inthe earrying of| 
passengers or goods, and that this 
Principle should be incorporated in 
the code of laws governing the com- 
merce of the Chinese Republic 
‘The first matter to be considered 
in connection with the drafting of 
a transportation Iaw was that of 
contract. It was agreed that, sus-

Goods Rates 


When the question of granting a 
basic rate for transportation of 
goods throughout the Government 
railway system as brought up, it 
was found that the same problems 
were involuved as in passenger] 
fares. Under present conditions, 
the railways hace three separate 
ton-lots, and smaller quantities, the 
rates on ton-lots and smaller quan- 
tities heing higher than on full ear 
loads. ‘The proportion of charges 
between the two classifications ha 
often amounted to as much as 100 
per cent, and it was pointed out 
that this’ has provided opportunity 
for the development of transportae 
tion or express companies, which 
could accept merchandise in small 
Tots and then hold the goods until 
they had accumulated sufficient for 
full ear-londs. Many of these com-

Novel Careers are Now Open to Women 





ce that time, however, women 
have, as inany still sment, taken 
up professions, and every yr 

‘4 wider and wider choiee of careers 
is open to the woman who intends 
to make her own way in the world. 
‘One of these careers, which is really 
Of quite recont birth, is rabbit farm- 
ing on an extensive scale, both for 
tho animal’s pelt and its flesh, which 
hhns been taken up by any numbers 
of women both in Europe and in 
America, 

In Groat Britain the war created 
fan enormous demand for rabbit 
meat, and the taste once acquired 
it has not allogether died with the 
passing of those strenuous years. 
Even before that period, however, 
Great Britain was importing 10,000 
‘to 12,000 tons of rabbit meat a year, 
Dut the war stimulated the demand, 
‘Then the supply from the Continent 
failed and shipments from Australia 
were cut off for lack of ships, 50, 
to keep up with the increasing 
necessity for cheap meat, the 
English poople began raising their 
own rabbits, and hutches were soon 
found in back yards everywhere, 
oon it was discovered, too, that the 
uecessful raising of rabbits re- 
quired very little outlay and eapital 
‘and that it was by no means the 
‘arduous and difficult task that haa 
eon: imagined, the animals require 
ing comparitively little attention, So

‘The breeds kept most commonly 
for utility purposes are Belgian 
Hares—which are really rabbits, 
the torm hare being a inisnomer— 
Giant rabbits of different breeds, 
fand what are known as New Zeae 
Tand Reds; though Angoras, al- 
though they require more careful 
handling, axe growing in favour 
with rabbit farmers, on account of 
the value of their soft feecy coats. 

‘There seems to be some confusion 
as to the origin of the fancy

Rabbits and Climate 

While haves seem to stand the 
very cold climates, rabbits as a rule 
thrive best in warmer countries, 
which accounts for their seareity in 
cold lands, and may account partly 
for the greater popularity of rabbit 
farming in England and on the 
Continent than in America. Thou- 
sands of rabbits have been raised 
in European countries to one in the 
United States or Canada: or at 
least: this was so until a Lew years 
ago. Another reason for the 
greater popularity was that the 
peoples of Europe found other meat 

‘al than did those 
accordingly, were 
compelled to keep rabbits on an 
stensive scale, It is said that 
migland uses from 23 to 30 million 
pounds of rabbit meat a year, and 
in France, Belgium, and Germany, 
rabbits are eaten as a matter of 
jeourse. 

Returning, however, to the sub- 
ject of Angoras, which are gaining 
popularity with their breeders, 1 
species originated most probably 
from Persia, where long haired 
ereatures seem 
mon than in most places; the 
Persian eat being another example. 
Angoras are often used as food in 
parts of Europe but they are chiefly 
bored for their handsome coats of 
long feces’ hair, whieh giver them 
fan” unique appearance among 
rabbits. The quality of the animal, 
the average weight of which is 9 Ib, 
depends upon the perfection of its 
‘white fur, which may vary from 5 
inches to 7 inches in length: ale 
thouweh sometimes in very fine 
specimens it runs to three or even 
four inches longer. ‘The coats of 
the Angorns aro most carefully 
tended by their women breeders, 
and the combings and pluckings 
taken at definite periods of the year 
are sold at an excellent price for} 
spinning into wool for the making 
of children's and grown-ups! 
knitted coats, hats, socks, ete.
